To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Tottington  Urban  District 
Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1957  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  to  be  5,700,  a 
decrease  of  30  since  last  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  15.9,  and  the  adjusted  death 
rate  13.0  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  corresponding" 
rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  16.1  and  11.5  respectively. 
The  total  number  of  births  was  73,  and  the  total  number  of 
deaths  was  84.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths,  and  only  one 
infant  death.  There  were  three  still  births. 

Apart  from  measles  there  was  very  little  infectious  disease. 
There  were  four  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

All  samples  of  raw  and  pasteurised  milk  were  found  to  be 
free  from  tuberculous  infection.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report, 
Tottington  has  become  a  designated  area,  and  the  only  raw  milk 
available  is  from  tuberculin  tested  cattle.  This  is  a  very  welcome 
and  much  needed  improvement  in  the  standard  of  the  milk  supply. 
From  now  onwards  it  can  confidently  be  said  that  tuberculous 
glands  in  the  neck  will  disappear  as  a  disease  in  children. 

Seventeen  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  ;  of  these 
five  were  built  by  private  enterprise.  There  were  nineteen  appli¬ 
cations  for  improvement  grants,  and  all  were  approved  by  the 
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Council.  A  group  of  fourteen  bungalows  for  old  people  was 
co  npleted  in  December,  1956,  on  the  Leeman’s  Hill  Housing 
Estate.  Suitable  tenants  have  been  found  from  applications  re¬ 
ceived  from  elderly  persons,  and  they  appear  to  be  well  satisfied 
with  their  accommodation.  A  Warden  with  a  call-bell  system 
will  be  established  in  one  of  the  houses  nearby. 

There  were  forty  applications  for  Council  houses  during  the 
year,  and  the  number  of  applications  remaining  on  the  housing' 
list  at  the  end  of  this  period  was  66.  The  mains  water  supply 
has  been  satisfactory,  but  the  various  private  supplies  have  mainly 
been  unsatisfactory.  Food  premises  have  been  subject  to  the 
routine  inspections  required  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regula¬ 
tions,  and  a  steady  improvement  has  been  maintained  without  the 
need  for  formal  proceeding's. 

My  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
and  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Water  Supply. 

The  Irwell  V  alley  Water  Board  supplies  1,834  houses  with 
piped  mains  water,  whilst  approximately  278  houses  are  supplied 
with  water  from  private  supplies  (wells  and  springs).

2.  Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  majority  of  properties  are  connected  to  the  main  sewers 
which  discharge  into  the  sewage  works  at  Bury  for  treatment.  The 
outlying  areas  of  Bradshaw  Road,  Watling  Street,  Harwood 
Road,  Cann  Street,  Turton  Road,  and  part  of  Greenmount  are 
not  sewered. 

3.  Sanitary  Accommodation.

There  are  12  privy  middens  in  use  in  the  district  situated 
mainly  on  outlying  farms  or  areas  where  regular  weekly  collec¬ 
tion  of  pails  is  impracticable,  particularly  in  winter,  and  these 
are  emptied  at  regular  intervals  or  when  requested. 

(b)  Conversions  : — 

To  encourage  the  conversion  of  other  types  of  sanitary 
accommodation  to  fresh  water  closets,  the  Council  pay  a  grant 
towards  the  cost  of  conversion.  During  the  year  three  waste 
water  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  water  closets. 
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4.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  maintain  two  cleansing-  vehicles,  one  ol  which 
is  adapted  to  draw  a  trailer  tank.  These  provide  a  weekly  col¬ 
lection  of  house  refuse  and  night  soil  from  pails.  The  middens 
are  emptied  at  longer  periods  or  when  required.  House  refuse 
is  disposed  of  by  partially  controlled  tipping,  and  the  night  soil  is 
discharged  into  a  manhole  on  the  main  sewerage  system.  There 
are  no  dry  ashpits  in  the  district,  all  premises  having  dustbins 
provided  by  the  owners  or  occupiers.  The  Council  supply  British 
Standards  Specification  dustbins  on  repayment,  without  added 
delivery  charges,  at  cost  price.

There  is  no  licensed  slaughterhouse  operating  within  the 
Urban  District,  and  meat  supplied  to  shops  is  slaughtered  and 
inspected  in  neighbouring  districts.  The  inspection  of  one  pig 
reported  as  a  casualty  was  carried  out.  The  carcase  was  for 
home  consumption  on  the  farm,  and  was  passed  as  fit  for  human 
consumption.

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There  are  44  factories  registered  with  the  Local  Authority. 
During  the  year  two  factories  were  inspected,  resulting  in  the 
serving  of  a  notice  under  the  Factories  Act,  Section  7.  The 
defects  were  remedied  without  further  proceedings. 

Due  to  the  situation  of  some  of  the  factories,  the  disposal  of 
sewage  presents  a  problem.  The  sanitary  accommodation  in  these 
instances  is  provided  by  pail  closets,  and  these  will  be  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system  when  sewers  are  available. 

(b)  A  number  of  observations  were  made  during  the  year, 
and  co-operation  was  established  with  individual  firms  with  a 
view  to  the  prevention  of  emission  of  black  smoke.  Verbal  warn¬ 
ings  concerning  the  emission  of  black  smoke  were  given  in  two 
cases. 

7.  Pfeventicn  oi  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  work  of  rats  and  mice  destruction  in  the  area  has 
proceeded  satisfactorily.  Maintenance  treatments  of  the  town 
sewers  have  been  completed  so  effectively  that  exemption  from 
further  treatment  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  has  been  granted 
bv  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  treat¬ 
ment  service  is  provided  by  the  adjacent  Urban  District  of  Rams- 
bottom  on  a  cost  basis. 

8.  Schools. 

There  are  seven  schools  within  the  district.  Affetside  School 
has  no  piped  water  supply,  and  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  this 
school  comprises  four  “  Elsan  ”  type  chemical  closets  and  one 
urinal. 

School  meals  are  prepared  at  the  Tottington  Central  Kitchen 
and  conveyed  in  containers  to  the  individual  schools.
